By Assassination of Heureaux 
- Presidency to Which He 
Has Long Aspired 
Is Open to Him. 


IS NATIVE OF THE ISLAND 


His Hopes for Preferment in 


Cuba Practically Ended 
with Disbanding of 
Army There. 


LITTLE REPUBEIC SS. 


_ Washington, D. C., July 27.—[Special.]— 
By the assassination of President Heureaux 
of San Domingo, Cuba may lose one of its 
‘central figures, as it is well known Generai 
Maximo Gomez aspires to the tenets as 
of the black ‘republic. 

Some time ago General Gomez issued a 
“manifesto to the Cuban army in which he 
bade his soldiers good-by and signified his 
intention to return to San Domingo, his na- 
tive land. While trouble has been brewing 
in San Domingo for some time there are 
Indications that a political conspiracy was 
on foot to put President Heureaux out of 
the way, but many here believe Caceros 
assassinated the President out of revenge 
for ordering the assassin’s father put to 
death. As Gomez's love for adventure and 
fighting for what he calls liberty are well 
known it is believed he will start for San 
Domingo at once, organize an army, and 
endeavor to fight his way to the Presidency. 
Gomez is a good organizer, and those who 
came in contact with him in Cuba say he is 
one of the best soldiers in Cuba and he has 

- the tenacity to stick to a cause until it tri- 
umphs. The old General knows he will not 
be chosen President of Cuba, if that island 
ever has a President, as it is believed the 
constitution of Cuba will closely follow that 
of the United States and provide that only 
native Cubans can be elected to the highest 
office. 

This bar will not confront General Gomez 
in San Domingo, as he was born on that 
island and his family still resides there. 


San Domingo Gomez’s Home. 


_ Although Gomez has been absent from Ban 
Domingo for a number of years he still 
claims it as his home, and this claim will 
undoubtedly hold good. As it is natural for 
troops to flock to a successful soldier, it 
would not be surprising if General Gomez 
should organize a large army and within a 
oer time find himself in the Presidential 


‘San Domingo, like all other countties in 
Warm latitudes, is subject to frequent revo- 
lutions, and with the removal of President 
Heureaux, who wae considered a strong man, 
and w success{ul in maintaining peaee 
through almost two terms, many here believe 
another revolution cannot be averted. The 
late President had but a year to serve. 

While little is known of President Figuero, 
few persons believe he can maintain peace, 
as theré are pronounced signs of a revolution 
brewing. With a third candidate in the fleld 
in the person of Juan Isadore Jimenes, it is 
said this will not promote tranquillity, and 
judging from the past history of General 
Gomez many believe he will next be heard 
of as President of San Domingo. 


Will Be Loss to Cuba. 


The departure of General Gomez ‘from 
Cuba would be a distinct loss to that island 
and the American officers would undoubted- 
ly miss his influence, which has almost in- 
variably been in favor of the Cubans co- 
operating with those who are now adminis- 
tering the military government of the island. 
While General Gomez is irritable to a marked 
degree and has had several misunderstand- 
ings with the Cuban leaders, it cannot be 
denied he has great influence with the aban- 
doned Cuban army. 


It will be remembered he threatened to 


leave Cuba because of the action of the Cu- 
ban soldiers in refusing to accept the $3;000,- 


000 given them by this government, but the ° 


difference was soon adjusted and he again 
Secured the confidence of the soldiers, and 
wields much influence over them. If he 
should determine to leave Cuba, of course 
the American army officers would be able 
to control the situation by force if necessary, 
but few believe the departure of General 
Gomez would have a disastrous effect. 

It is thought a large number of Cubans 
would follow General Gomez to San Domin- 
gv and again take up arms under his com- 
mand. While the departure of General 
Gomez would be regretted, it is believed here 
it will not have any material effect in Cuba, 
and affairs would go on as smoothly as they 
are at present. 


Declared Work of Politicians. 

Fort de France, July 27.—The assassina- 
tion of President Heureaux yesterday is 
generally conceded to have been a political 
crime. 

The assassin’s party is said to be assem- 
bling its forces for an armed attack upon 
the government troops. The situation is 
critical, and many rumors ardin 
Presidential aspirants are heard. 

Juan Isadore Jimenes, who led the insur- 
rection of 1898, and General Maximo Gomez 
of Cuba are talked of. 


How Heureaux Was Killed. 

Later accounts of the -assassination say 
that a financial crisis having arisen in gan 
Domingo and an insurrection being feared 
owing to the number of malcontents, Presi- 
dent Heureaux went to the north and west 
of the island to consult with his friends. 

He was about to leave Moca for Santiago 
fle Las Caballeras when: he was killed. 

He sat under the gallery of a house in the 
Rue Colon talking with two friends at 4:30 
_ in the afternoon when an old man ap- 
» proached to ask for alms. Just as the Presi- 
* Gent gave the old man some money Caceros, 
the assassin, rushed forward and fired twice 
from his revolver. 

- One bullet struck the heart of the Presi- 
dent, killing him instantly, and the other 
killed the old man by his side. 

The crime was committed so quickly that 
the friends of the President were not able 
to interfere in time to prevent it, but they

WORK Is AND WILL BE 
PUSHED RAPIDLY. 


| 
Two-thirds of the 63,000,000 Pounds of 
Iron Required Is on the Ground— 
‘Expectation Is That Trains Will 
Be Running Next March—Earlier 
Completion Prevented by Delay in 
Receiving Material from the Millse— 
Forty Motors to Be Used. 


The Northwestern Elevated railroad con- 
struction crew began work yesterday at 
Dayton and Halsted streets, and will push 
forward rapidly the completion of the sec- 
tion from Dayton street to one square south 
of Cleveland avenue, a distance of nine 
squares. There are gaps between Hudson 
and Orleans streets, and between Division 
and Hill streets, for which the iron has not 
yet been manufactured. The material is 
on the ground for the construction of the 
section from Orleans street, south of Divis- 
ion street, and the section between Hill 
street and Institute place. The material for 
the line from Institute place to Michigan 
street is at the mills ready for shipment. 

A contract was let on Tuesday for the 
building of the terminal station at Wilson 
avenue. This building is to be constructed 
of brick and steel, and will be 400x65 feet 
in size. It will have a capacity for housing 
the forty motor cars which will be put 
in operation when the line is open for traffic. 
No sheds will be built for the trailers. The 
work on the viaduct at Wells street will be 

pleted in about three weeks. | 

fhe present expectation is to have the 
road in operation by the last of March, 1900. 
Delay in the turning out of the structural 
iron by the mills has made it impossible to 
complete the road and have it in operation 
as early as was first expected. 


Work on the Power-House. 

The walls of the power-house at Fuller- 
ton ard Southport avenues are completed, 
ready fof putting in place a part of the 
trusses for the roof. The stack has been 


‘finished. The Pullman company has fifty 


cars out of a total of 147 completed and 
ready for the trucks. All of the foundations 
for the road are in, and aside from the few 
gaps, for which the iron has not yet been 
completed, all of the material is ready for 
the workmen. Four tracks have been laid 
from Fullerton avenue north to Clark street, 
and the ties have been spread for the rails 
from Clark street to Newport avenue.

tion of trains and two miles of storage track. 
In all there will be 25.45 miles of single 
track, of which 23.92 are to be operated as 
a railroad. From Institute place to Wilson 
avenue, a distance of a little more than 
five and one-half miles, the road will be 
four-track, and it will be two-track from 
Institute place to its connection with the 
Union Loop at Fifth avenue and Lake street. 
Express trains will be run, which will make 
stops only once in each mile, between WiI- 
son avenue and Institute place. These 
trains will run from Wilson avenue into the 
heart of the business district in a little more 
than twenty-five minutes. The Chicago and 
North Shore Electric, which runs through 
Edgewater, Rogers Park, South Evanston, 
and Evanston, will connect with the North- 
western Elevated on an inclined plane which 
will land passengers on the platform used 
by the elevated trains. 

Charles T. Yerkes organized the North- 
western Eijevated railroad company in 1893, 
andi the contract for the building of the road 
was let to the Columbia Construction com- 
pany, which consisted of the same people as 
those interested in the Northwestern Ele- 
vated.

Co-operative Enterprise in Tennessee 


fou Sold at Last by a Re- 
ceiver.

Ruskin cotperative colony property 
was sold today in a big cave near here. Sev- 
eral hundred people were seated in the cave, 
including the colonists and their wives and 
children and farmers from the surrounding 
country. W. Blake Leech represented the 
receiver, 


Four tracts of land, containing a total of 


784 acres, were first sold to Ransom Leech 
for $11,000. Another tract of 1,000 acres, 
mostly worthless land, went to George 
Wright for $1,450, making the whole amount 
received for land and about thirty houses 
thereon $12,450. The land originally cost 
$16,500 and the houses cost several thou- 
sands more. 

The minority stockholders who had the 
property thrown in the hands of a receiver 
were the purchasers. Horses, mules, fine 
hogs, etc., went for a song, mostly to neigh- 
boring farmers. 

It is said that the purchasers will reor- 
ganize the colony on a somewhat different 
basis. Fifty-five majority stockholders 
already have an agent out looking for a new 


location. They may go to Virginia. 


Tomorrow the colony paper, the Coming 
Nation, will be sold. Its circulation of 60,000 
has dwindled to 11,000. 

Many of the women shed tears at the sale, 
and there is much feeling over the breaking 
up of the new Utopia. 

The Ruskin coéperative association in 
Yellow Creek Valley, about fifty miles north- 
west of Nashville, Tenn., was founded for 
the purpose of working to a practical con- 
clusion the theories of absolutesocialism— 
the theories of Fourier and Bellamy. 

The concern owned at first 1,509 acres of 
excellent land and conducted @ number of 
manufacturing and commercial enterprises. 

It was said at the beginning of the colony's 
work that if, with everything in its favor, 
this enterprise failed, then it might be set 
down as demonstrated that socialism by sec- 
tions, independent of national socialism, isa 
failure. 

With the exception of the metals the 
Ruskin colonists had in abundance the raw 
material for the manufdéture of almost 
everything necessary to the physical com- 
fort of man, together with the skill, the in- 
dustry, and intelligence to put it to use, 

Nobody paid any rent. Every resident 
of the community, regardless of the charac- 
ter of his or her work, received equal com- 
pensation. As to women, their theory was 
that a woman who attended to her domestic 
duties rendered as much service to society 
as the man who labored, and so every house- 
wife drew a salary. |

ABSORBS THE CENTRAL PACIFIC 


Southern Pacific’s Financial Reorgani- 
zation for the Purpose of Effect- 
ing the Consolidation. 


San Francisco, Cal., July 27.—At a meeting 
of the shareholders of the Southern Pacific 
company held today there was an affirmative 
vote upon the proposition to increase the 
company’s capital stock from $150,000,000 to 
$200,000, 000. 

The decision to increase the capital stock 
was an approval of the scheme for the finan- 
cial reorganization of the Central Pacific and 
its consolidation with the Southern Pacific. 
The stockholders of the Central Pacific are 
to surrender their stock into the Southern 
Pacific treasury and they will then receive 
an equal amount of Southern Pacific stock, 
share for share. 

The Central Pacific stockholders will re- 
ceive as a bonus for the exchange a certain 
amount of Southern Pacific gold bonds, ap- 
proximately $18,000,000. For issuing the lat- 
ter the Southern Pacific in turn gets, besides 
Central Pacific common stock, a $20,000,000 
issue of the latter company’s cumulative 
preferred stock. This preferred stock is a 
new issue which has been sanctioned by the 
formal vote of the Central Pacific directors. 
The Centra] Pacific directors have also voted 
for the exchange of stock between the two 
corporations as mentioned and have ap- 
proved of the $125,000,000 of new mortgages 
for the Central. These mortgage bonds 
have all been pledged by the Speyer Banking 
company.

Carmi, Ill., July 27.—[{Special.]—Ivy Crab- 
tree, 16 years old, wife of George Crabtree, 
from whom she has separated, and mother of 
a 4-months-old baby, of which he has the 
custody, is in jail here for the murder of 
her brother and the attempted murder of 
her father and stepmother and a neighbor, 
an old man, by poisoning. She has confessed 
her guilt and talks of the crime with an air 
of bravado except when mention is made of 
the death of-her brother. Toward him she 
had no animosity, nor toward the old man, 
the neighbor. But because her parents re- 
fused to let her leave the house to visit her 
baby, fearing the same waywardness that 
led to her early marriage might again lead 
her into trouble, she hated them and planned 
their destruction. 


Alleged Previous 

Further than this, it is said, the life ofthe 
girl's father was insured for $2,000, and in 
her benefit. It is also said the girl tried 
some time ago to poison her mother-in-law, 
and attempted to strangle her baby to death. 

Ivy oo before her marriage was 
Ivy Warffien. Her father, .Walter 5S. 
Warthen, was twice married. Ivy and her 
brother, now dead, who was 14 years old, 
were the children of his first marriage. He 
has also a child by his second wife, Ivy's 
stepmother, that is yet a babe in arms. 

The family lives on a farm five miles from 
this village, and in the Township of Carmi. 
There the daughter returned three nths 
ago, when she and her young husband sep- 
arated, leaving her child with its father, 
Since that time life in the Warthen housac- 
hold has not been pleasant. There was con- 
stant friction between the girl and her father 
and stepmother. The Crabtrees live in the 
same neighborhood, and Ivy often asked to 
be allowed to go to see her child. As often 
her father objected. 


Arsenic in Dinner. 

Last Tuesday the family was about to sit 
down to dinner, their noonday meal, when 
Barry Carter, an old man and a neighbor, 
‘arrived at the house. He was asked to dine 
with them, accepted the invitation, and all 
ate heartily. 

Before the meal was finished all at the 
table were seized with violent illness. Their 
symptoms became alarming and physicians 
were summoned from this village. The de- 
lay of travel gave the malady time to de- 
velope, and when the doctors arrived at the 
house they discovered unmistakable signs of 
arsenical poisoning. 

All night the doctors worked over the mem- 
bers of the family and their aged guest, who 
by accident had become the unintended vic- 
tim of the girl's malice. At dawn the doc- 
‘tors said they had hope that all would re- 
cover. 

One thing the doctors observed was that 
the girl did not seem to be as seriously ill ag 


thé Test.” She complained, however, of being 


in great pain and they treated her. 


| Suspicion Finally Aroused. 

When the patients were in a condition te 
talk, they said that they had noticed at 
dinner on Tuesday that the boiled cabbage 
and the coffee did not taste as they should. 
Still suspicion was not directed against ony 
individual. 

It was not long, however, before the fact 
of the poisoning became noised about the 
neighborhood. Then tongues were set wag- 
ging. The girl's history was known and 


-hints were thrown out that she had gone 


from bad to worse in this attempt to commit 
multiple murder. 
Acting on the siatement made by the 


patients about the cabbage, the doctors 


found remnants of the meal and made tests 
for poison. They found it readily. Then a 


-search of the house was made and in the 


bottom of a mantel clock were found a pack- 
age of arsenic and a box of rat poison, The 
package was covered with dust and dii not. 
appear to have been opened for a consider- 
able time, but the box showed signs of hav- 
ing been opened recently. 


Girl’s Brother Dies. 

On Wednesday the sick boy, Floyd War- 
then, grew worse. The physicians had ex- 
pected to.save him, but that night he died. 
During the day Sheriff Ackman, who had 
heard the talk in the neighborhood, visited 
the house and questioned the girl. She de- 
nied having any knowledge of how thes 
poison came to be in the cabbage, but not- 
withstanding the fact he had no proof, the 
Sheriff was convinced from the first of her 
guilt. 

The death of the boy added to the excite- 
ment of the people, who had gathered in 
large numbers from the country about and 
stood outside the Warthen premises talk- 
ing of the strange case. 

Further investigation on the part of the 
officers was demanded, and Sheriff Ackman, 
who had left the house because his presence 
seemed to distress the sick members of the 
family, returned to the neighborhood. He 
went to the house of the girl’s uncle near by 
and sent for her. She went in answer to his 
request and again was questioned. 


Girl Makes Fult Confession. 

At first the girl stoutly denied her guilt, 
as she had done on the preceding day, butat 
last broke down and confessed all. She pro- 
fesesed sorrow at the death of her brother, 
but there was a look of hatred and deflance 
in her eyes whenever she spoke of her 
father or her stepmother. 

Today, while the Coroner was holding an 
inquest over the body of her brother in a 
shed adjoining the Warther house, and her 
father, stepmother, and neighbor were lying 
in pain and ‘perhaps near death within the 
house, Ivy Crabtree was brought here and 
placed in jail. 

The question of the girl's motive is a moot- 
ed one. Had her plan been entirely success- 
ful she would have recelived, in case she 
escaped prosecution and conviction, not 
only the $2,000 life insurance of her father 
but also his property, which is of considera- 
ble value. 

Tonight the sufferers at the Warthen house 
are said to be slightly better, but al are in 
a critical condition still, and there is a possi- 
bility some of them may not recover. 

Barry Carter, the old man who was a 
guest at the poisoned dinner, is an old school 
teacher and long had been a friend of the 
Warthen family. 

The inquest over the body of Floyd War- 
then was not completed. It will be resumed 


tomorrow.

Hohenlohe’s Movements Appear in.

Berlin, July 27.—The Austrian papers are 
protesting too much that the approaching 
meeting between Prince Hohenlohe and 
Goluchowski is of no political importance. 
Nobody had heretofore attached much im- 
portance to the annual conference, but 
now that attention is called to it it is re- 
membered that Hohenlohe, who went to 
Paris on purely private business, happened 
there just at the time the Kaiser and Presi- 
dent Loubet exchanged their telegrams over 
the Bergen incident. The revision of the 
dreibund relations is only a matter of time, 
and some day Austria will demand that Ger- 
many stop the scandalous campaign of the 
*‘ All German Union,” which is flooding the 
country with literature preaching for the 
annexation of those portions of the Austrian 
empire with a- prevailing German popula- 
tion. Austria could also complain of the 
role the German Protestants are playing 
in regard to Rome. It is within the possi- 
bilities that Hohenlohe and Goluchowski 
will have an extremely interesting session. 


Kaiser Anxious to Visit France. 

It begins to look as if the Kaiser really 
wants to visit a French harbor, and it is 
rumored that the German and the French 
Cabinets are discussing a landing at Brest 
or Cherbourg and that this explains the un- 
certainties in the Kaiser’s plans. It is re- 
markable that, though it is repeatedly denied 
that the Kaiser will visit Cowes, the official 
organs are silent about the French visit. 
The only utterance from government cir- 
cles is the Cologne Gazette's statement that 
no German ministry would assume the re- 
sponsibility of the visiting the 
Paris exposition. 


Minister Gossler Mat Resign. 

It is reported that Minister of War Gossler 
is to resign to accept command of the First 
Army Corps, and that his successor will be 
General Gemmingen. Genera! Gossler and 
the Military Cabinet had a sharp passage 
over the military bill last spring and Gossler, 
being disposed to compromise 
Reichstag opposition to*the Cabinet, inter- 
fered with the plans for the time.

Wlag Lieutenant Eberly of the Oregon 
*  GAves Encouraging Report of 


“Washington, D. C., July 27.—Lieutenant 
Eberly, flag Lieutenant of the Oregon un- 
der Captain Barker, just arrived in Wash- 
ington from the Philippines, says that the 
social and sanitary conditions in Manila are 
better than-.is generally believed in the 
United States. 
‘ The city has been cleaned on an American 
plan, the military authorities engineering 
thé work with a large force of Chinamen 
and friendly Filipinos. There has been more 
oF less native opposition to these innova- 
ions, byt the people are beginning to see 
the value of the new measures and to ac- 
cept the change from the old order. 

The temper of the native population has 
changed considerably toward American oc- 
cupation. When the Oregon arrived in 
March the native population was dissatis- 
fied and in an ugly. humor. Cab drivers, 
hotel keepers, and other semi-public serv- 
ahts reridered service under protest, and 
even refused American trade. Now, how- 
ever, they have found out that they are 
paid, a thing they did not seem to be used 
to, and, finding American official promises 
carried out, they accept the new sovereignty 
cheerfully.

tion whether their Hongkong dispatch has 
not also conveyed a wrong impression, the 
natural inference drawn ftom it being that 
affairs there are in a much worse condition 
than is actually the case: | It is true, how- 
ever, that the censorship has been annoying, 
while at the same time not accomplishing 
the purposes for which it is ostensibly main- 
tained. 


Official Dispatches leading. 

official dispatches| have certainly 
misled the people of the United States as to 
the condition of affairs there. The admin- 
istration itself has been misled by them as 
is evident from the leisurely way in which it 
has provided the necessary troops and 
1 equipment for the suppression of the insur- 
rection. 
“The work of the censar of cablegrams 

has been justified on the ground that it was 
necessary to prevent the insurrectos from 
receiving valuable information. 
not been at all necessary for the insurrectos 
to rely on news cabled from abroad by their 
friends for knawledge of the movements of 
the army in and about Manila. 

“There never has been a movement of 
troops or a campaign planned without the 
enemy receiving all the tmformation that 
anybody else outside of the immediate plan- 
ners of the campaign possessed. The mill- 
tary government has a secfet bureau of in- 
formation which relies largely upon the re- 
ports of supposed friendly Filipinos. They 
certainly have deceived’ the commanding

Posted on Northward Movement. 


* When Lawton and MacArthur made their 
movements to the northward the 
last of April it was vital to the success of 
the combined advance that it should be 
pushed vigorously and the @nemy be given 
no time to rally his forces and fortify new 
positions.

State’s Attorney C. T. Heydecker imme- 
diately swore out the warrant for Krueger's 
arrest before Justice of the Peace Dennis 
Huntington at Long Grove. Krueger agreed 
to drive from Fairfield Cemetery to Hunt- 
ington’s office that ‘the warrant might be 
served. He left the cemetery after witness- 
ing the exhumation of his wife’s body in the 
custody of Paul McGuffin, police magistrate 
of Libertyville. From Long Grove he was 
taken to the jail at Waukegan to await a 
preliminary hearing which will determine 
whether he shall be admitted to bail. 


Krueger .Watches the Post-Mortem. 

_ Krueger was a silent witness of the grew- 
some proceedings at the grave in Fairfield 
Cemetery. He sat beneath a tree at the 
head of the grave, while Coroner Knight 
and Dr. Foley went about their work. He 
-industriously applied a red bandana hand- 
_kerchief to his eyes, while his father and 
/ four of his brothers stood among a crowd 
. of neighbors, intent on the progress of the 
| examination. When Dr. Foley found the 
first bullet lodged in the brain, Krueger 
quietly arose and disappeared. His father, 
William Krueger, and brothers, Fred, Dick, 
William, and Henry, stood beneath the trees 
until Coroner Knight triumphantly produced 
the second bullet. 

Then State’s Attorney Heydecker became 
active. He began looking for Krueger. He 
found his man sitting all alone in a spring 
wagon outside the cemetery, his head be- 
tween his hands, and his whole attitude be- 
_tokening despair. 
State’s Attorney Arrests the Husband. 
| “It becomes my duty, Mr. Krueger,” said 
the State's Attorney. speaking much like a 
man addressing a jury. ‘“‘ to place you under 
arrest. I have no other course before me 
after the developments following the post- 
mortem examination of your wife's body. 
You will be given every opportunity to ¢on- 
sult your lawyefs and prepare a defense, for 
the State does not wish to take any advan- 
tage. The warrant has not been sworn to 
for your arrest, but that is a formality which 
will occupy little time. You can either go 
of your own choice or you can wait untila 
warrant is served on you. It makes no 
difference in the end, for I shall put you un- 
der arrest.

Looked Like a Suicide at First. 


Mrs. Bertha Krueger and her aged moth- 
er, Mrs. Christian Voss, were found dead 
in their home two miles north of Long 
Grove, on the afternoon of July 16, after 
George Krueger had _ notified his nearest 
neighbor, Charles La Frantz, that his wife 
had shot him and her mother. He exhibited 
a flesh wound in his right arm as proof that 
his wife had attacked him also, and then 
‘was driven to hia father’s residence, three 
miles away, while the alarm spread through- 
out the township. The Coroner’s jury at 
a midnight sitting returned a verdict that 
Mrs. Krueger committed suicide after kill- 
ing her mother. In less than twenty-four 
hours after the inquest suspicion was 
aroused which led yesterday to exhuming 
of the bodies and the arrest of the husband.

Troubles of Colonial Office.

Some Things Are Unbearable. 

“ A final settlement of the differences may 
be possible,-but it is manifestly impossible 
that in the face of the world and in the cyes 
of the native populations and of Dutch fel- 
low-subjects we should submit to free-born 
Englishmen being treated as an inferior 
race. That is an impossible policy in which 
those responsible for the destinies of the 
country, whether this government be in 
power or not, cannot acqulese. 

“I do not wish to take a despairing view 
of the situation, but it is folly to pretend that 
all the difficulties are solved, and I should 
be ill-doing my duty to my country if I 
openly proclaimed peace when after all it 
may turn out no peace. 

“It is folly to say everything is settled 
when everything is not settled. We can only 
hope that patience and moderation on our 
side will be met with similar qualities on the 
part of the Transvaal government.”’ 


Is True Government Policy. 

This speech seems to be a straightforward 
statement of the government's policy, and 
has great effect on the pwhlic mind. The 
Conservative members distrust Chamber- 
lain and openly declare their intention 
of opposing his warlike tactics, yet when 
Balfour makes a strong speech every one is 
pleased. It was just the sort of a speech 
needed. in the House last evening, and the 
same Conservative members who denounced 
Chamberlain’s policy a few weeks ago ex- 
pressed themselves as quite satisfied with 
Balfour’s views.

Washingt in Officials Believe That the 
Entente Between Russia and Japan 
Still in Force. 
Washington, D. C., July 27,—The reports 


that Japan and Russia are arming for a 
struggle over Corea are received with much 
allowance in the diplomatic quarters chiefly 
concerned, and it is pointed out that an en- 
tente cordiale was arranged between the two 
countriés year concerning affairs in 
Corea.

WAR OVER TELEPHONE POLES. 


Baltimore Company’s Invasion of 
Aristocratic Streets Leads to 
Serious Rioting. 


Baltimore, Md., July 27.—[ Special. ]—The 
trouble between the telephone companies 


‘and property-owners of Baltimore over the 


arbitrary erection of poles has become seri- 
ous. Bloodshed is likely to occur at any 
moment. 

In making improvements the telephone peo- 
ple have found it necessary to destroy pri- 
vate property, erect poles in front of hand- 
some residences, and tear up valuable pave- 
ments. Today workmen employed in 
placing a pole in South Baltimore lowered a 
pole on the head ofa citizen who had 
crouched in the post hole for the purpose of 
retarding operations. 

The trouble grew this morning into a riot, 
which the police quelled by arresting three 
workmen. In all parts of the city the situa- 
tion is the same. | 

Two blocks on Huntington avenue are 
practically barricaded. One block on West 
North avenue, a fashionable part of the city, 
is in the same condition. Residents in this 
section have engaged gangs of men to tear 
down poles as fast as they are erected. In 
the presence of a crowd of over 500 people 
the David E. Evans company, which is erect- 
ing the poles for the Maryland Telephone 
company, was defeated in a combat between 
their men and the residents of South Balti- 
more in erecting a pole on the property of 
Mrs. Margaret E. Herget on Warren ave- 
nue, after a- protracted struggle, which 
lasted from 2 o'clock this morning until 
nearly noon today. As the result Mrs. 
Josiah Armiger, daughter of Mrs. Herget, is 
ill from the excitement and noise, and Mrs. 
Russ and a Miss Marchbanks, living.in ad- 
joining houses, are also under the doctor's 
care for nervous prostration.

“In order to secure the success of the 
scheme she enlisted the aid of the fam- 
ous Irish peer on the one side and of Richard 
Croker’ on the other, and, though the pur- 
chase was made by her alone, these gentle- 
men gave her assurances of their aid in de- 
veloping her plans. 

“Mrs. McConkey’s idea was to create 
around the Killarney Lakes an aristocratic 
settlement on the Tuxedo plan, devoid of the 
clubhouse feature, and so practical was her 
project that she would have been able, had 
she so desired, to dispose of the property at 
twice or thrice the original purchase price. 

“The fortunate combination of an Irish 
peer and Mr. Croker has interested both 
Americans and the Irish people in the plan. 

“The great object of the scheme fs to enable 
the residents about Kiljarney to aid them- 
selves by building up tourist travel, which, 
it is hoped, will benefit the whole island in 
its political aspect. 

“The scheme links the names of Tilden, 
Croker, and the Irish peer with the Lakes of 
Killarney and establishes the first large 
American estates on Irish soil.

The Bishop could not, under 
the rules of the church, unite the couple in 
marriage, for the groom-elect is divorced. 


Bishop Will Not Discuss It. 

Bishop Spalding tonight would not talk of 
the affair to other than members of his 
brother's family. Mayme was his favorite 
niece and the Bishop feels the affair keenly. 
It was her great desire that the Bishop mar- 
ry them, and noopposition to this came from 
the Lisle family, but the Bishop could not 
officiate at the marriage. The last visit the 
couple made before leaving for Chicago waa 
at his home, and then they were driven to 
the Union Station. Here a few of Mise 
Spalding’s friends who had aided in the se- 
cret meetings of the couple gathered to bid 
them good-by. |

At a recent sale in London 
the choice library formed Another 
by the late James Tooney First Folio 
was sold to a-wealthy for America. 
American bibliophile. It is 
rich in books from the presses of the early 
English printers and in Aldines. Among 
its treasures are a copy of Walton's “ Lives,”’ 
with a presentation inscription from the 
author, a fine copy of the “ Boke of St. Al- 
bans,"’ and a splendid copy of the First Folio 
Shakspeare, which is said to be the finest in 
existence. It was the property of Robert 
Sidney, Earl of Leicester, whose arms are 
stamped on the sides. The acquisition of 
this folio for an American library em- 
phasizes the plaint of the eminent English 
Shakspearean scholar, Sydney Lee, in a re- 
cent article in the Cornhill Magazine upon 
the First Folios. He warned the English 
book collectors that nearly all of them were 


_ now in America, and that no scholar could 


now conduct Shakspearean researches with- 
out going across the water. Now that the 
finest in the list is about to come to this 
country he will be incunsolable. 


By the end of the present 
Polar Ex- summer there will be five 
plorations. expeditions in quest of the 
pole in the arctic seas— 
Amertea represented by Peary and Well- 
man, Norway and Sweden by Sverdrup and 
Nathorst, and Italy by the Duke of Abruzzi. 
In 1901 a German antarctic expedition will 
set out under the direction of Dr. Drygalski, 
the delay in departure being caused by his 
belief that the present season is the begin- 
ning of a warm period in the antarctic seas, 
and hence that two years from now the ice 
barrier will present few difficulties.

STATUS OF HALF-FLEDGED CITIZENS. 

Some of the Italians lynched recently at 
Tallulah, La., had declared their intention 
to become American citizens, but had not 
taken out their final papers. A Washing- 
ton dispatch says the State department is 
going to lay down the principle, once for all, 
that an alien does not become a full-fledged 
citizen until naturalization papers have 
been taken out, and that therefore an in- 
demnity should be paid the Italian govern- 
ment for the benefit of the families of the 
men killed by the irresponsible Louisiana 
mob. 

An alien who has taken out his first papers 
certainly is not a “ full-fledged citizen.” He 
cannot vote. All he has done is to declare 
that it is his intention to become a citizen 
of the United States and to renounce his 
allegiance to the potentate whose subject 
he had been. But it has been the practice 
of the national government in| the past to 
hold that whoever had taken the first step 


to American protection. Does the principle 
which the State department is said to be 
ready to lay down involve an abandonment 
of the principle laid down in| the Koszta 
case? If so, the department should stop 
and think. | 

Koszta was a Hungarian who took part 
in the troubles of 1848. He ¢ame to the 
United States and declared his intention of 
becoming a citizen. He visited Turkey be- 
fore taking out final papers,-and while at 
Smyrna was seized and taken on board an 
Austrian war vessel, the intention being to 
carry him to Austria for punishment. Just 
at that moment Commander Ingraham 
turned up with a United States ship of war. 
He heard what had happenes 
Koszta was entitled to the p 
the American government, and demanded 
his release, threatening to dhe him by 
force if necessary. Koszta s released 
and Ingraham was sustained|by his gov- 
ernment, which took the ground that 
Koszta at the time of his seizure was 
clothed with the nationality of the United 
States. Secretary Marcy madé an admira- 
ble argument to that effect. 


Supposing a subject of Italy comes to 
this country and declares his intention to 
become a citizen, and that business takes 
him temporarily to Central America, where 
he is treated wrongfully by the local gov- 
ernment. Is he precluded by the new ruling 
of the State department from appealing to 
the United States for protection and must 
he apply to the King of Italy, allegiance 
to whom it is his intention renounce? 
It is rather late in the day to lay down a 
rule to the effect that an alien who has 
taken out his first papers but not his second 
is to*be denied the protection of the Amer- 
ican government in foreign lahds. It may 
be, however, that the design of the State 
department is that the general government 
shall protect these half-fledged citizens 
when they come to grief in} some other 
country, and pay damages on account of 
them when lynched in this country.

END OF THE LUETGERT CASE. 

The sudden death of Adolph. Luetgert 
ends a “ cause célébre "—one of the most no- 
torious among Chicago murder cases. 
Owing to the lack of money to meet the 
expense of writing up the record, the Su- 
preme Court never had an opportunity to 
pass: upon the different legal points raised, 
including the alleged lack of a corpus delicti. 
For it is asserted by some metiical men that 
no reliance whatever can be placed on the 
bones which cut such a figure in the trial. 
The findings of Supreme Courts are often 
unexpected, and it may be that if the Luet- 
gert case had. been carried up a new trial 
would have been obtained, eyen as in the 
Cronin case. = 

But a reversal would not haye shaken the 
popular belief in ‘his guilt, aibelief based 
_largely on the unexplained disappearance 
of Mrs. Luetgert. No trace of her ever has 
been found, in spite of all the searches 
which were made. If she ran away to 
escape a cruel husband, or because she was 
insane, as some contend she was, she would 
have been. discovered long before this. If 
she committed suicide her body would have 
been found. The chances are more than a 
thousand to one that she was pit to death. 
If Luetgert had been a model husband, if 
there had been no suspicious circumstances, 
the unexplained disappearance of the wife 
would have occasioned surprise, but no 
guilt would have been imputed to Luetgert. 
There were too many suspicious circum- 
stances, however, in this case. 

There are persons who firmly believe Luet- 
gert was innocent. They contend that he 
had no motive to commit such a crime as 
the one he was charged with: that he was 
not the kind of man, being sane, to commit 
a crime in such a revolting fashion: and 
that his wife, being insane, must have wan- 
dered off and got lost somewhere. Were 
she to turn up now, these persons would 
exult with cause, But for the remote pos 
sibility that she might be heard from the 
jury probably would have sent Luetgert to 
the gallows instead of the penitentiary. 
Over a year has elapsed since his trial and 
nothing has been heard of thé wife. As a 
consequence, the conviction that the hus- 
band murdered her has been strengthened.

THE AMERICAN DECLARATION. 
Early warning was given to the Amer- 
ican delegation to the Peace conference at 
The Hague not to concur in any arbitration 
project which could be construed’ as an 
abandonment of the Monroe doctrine by 
this country or an admission of the right 
of intervention by Buropean nations in the 
affairs of American republics. . That warn- 
ing has n heeded, for the following dec- 
laration has been added to the arbitration 
article by the American representatives: 


Nothing contained in this convention shail be 
so construed as to require the United States to 


depart from its traditional policy of not entering 
upon, interfering with, or entangling itself in the 
politigal questions or internal administration of 
any foreign state: Nor shall anything in sald con- 
vention be construed to require the relinguish- 
ment by the! United States of its traditional atti- 
tude toward |purely American questions, 
This covers the ground fully. In explain- 
ing this declaration ‘Ambassador White 
says that he believed vast majority of 
the American people will welcome heartily 
the arbitration agreement. He sees in it 
something which will be valuahle at the out- 
set, and which will be more valuable when 
time has shown how it can be modified for 
the better. But, while the United States 
has faith f arbitration as a means of 
settling internatfonal jcontroversies, at the 
same time, says Ambassador White to the

even in good times, being ignorant of that 


fact, go into business. If it is proper that

No calamity party is In sight for next year. Its 
foundation has gone to pieces. Nebraska banks 
report deposits amounting to $21,000,000. In the 
dark days of the Cleveland failure and the Bryan 
scare, the Nebraska bank deposits amourited to 
only $11,000,000. They have doubled under a Re- 
publican administration. Bryan, if nominated, 
‘will be pushed hard in Nebraska. Though State 
pride is enlisted in behalf of a second trial, the 
Hepublican vote has grown since 1896. The fu- 
sion plurality last year was only 2,721 for Gov- 
ernor, the Republicans carrying the Legislature 
and gaining a Senator. Bryan has no certainty 
in Nebraska in 1900. In fact, the chances are the 
other way. Some of the Western States in his 
list before are sure to go against him next year. 
One of these is Washington. Bryan's anti-ex- 
pansion views alone settle that. Washington is 
for commercial development on the Pacific. Its 
Kepublican plurality last year was 8,023, quite a 
change from Bryan's 12,493 in 1896. 

Kansas has parted company with the silver 
party. Ita Republican plurality last year was 
15.870. Kansas and Washington combined take 
fourteen Electoral votes from the Bryan column. 
A change of 1,600 votes last fall would have given 
Nebraska and South Dakota to the Republicans. 
The gain of Republican Congressmen in the 
Transmississipp! States last November was re- 
markdble and had the high distinction of saving 
the House. Al! of Nebraska's neighboring States 
are as prosperous as itself, and can match its in- 
crease in deposits. Speaking in the light of 
mathematical facts, Bryan's prospects in the 
States west of the Mississippi have generally 
faded. res of all kinds prove it. Nor can 
he count on gains east of the Mississippi, unless 
in Kentucky, in which the Democratic party at 
present is more seriously divided than in 1806. 
The facts in the case suggest a change in the 
Democratic candidate. but even that might cost 
more votes than it would gain. Prosperity. ex- 
pansion, and sound money are a winning com- 
bination.—8t.
